GOVERNOR KENNEDY. "~ *~ 

Before this reachea the eye of the public 
Governor Kautiedy will have probably arriv- 
ed, ur.d will in duo course receive an ovaliun 
from the inhabitants. If we erect arches, and 
like the oitizuns of Home at Ctesar'a triumph, 
"put on our best attire, cull out a holiday, 
aud strew llowera in his way," it is not, like 
the Kouian citizens, to pander to the vanilj 
of a conqueror, but to show a marked reaped 
to tho representative of Her Majesty, 
and to offer a reception to a gentle- 
man of whom much is expected,. We 
have hud our season of grumbling and 
discontent; but with the dawn of a hopeful 
future, we have buried tho hatchet and ac- 
cepted thocalumot. We have given a fare- 
well demonstration to tho retiring governor, 
and now, in the same spirit of courtesy, we 
extend a warm and gonuiuo welcome to his 
successor. Governor Kennedy arrives at tho 
most important phase ol our existence — tho 
transforming period of youth to munhood.— 
After tho boisterous weather of our spring- 
time — the gales and showorsofa blustering 
March — wu are gradually gliding to the more 
Berene season, the summer of our political ma- 
turity. 

Au auspicious period is opening to the co- 
lony, and an opportunity is afforded His Ex- 
cellency to become one of tho most popular 
of governors. He commences his Vancouver 
Island cureer with a tabula rasa— the blank 
pages of his official hook iiro clear and unsul- 
lied — no prejudicial concoctions encumber 
his policy, no injurious iuterests stand be- 
tween him and the people's welfare. Ac- 
quainted with the working of free institutions 
in the Australian dependencies, he comes to 
uswith a proper conception of what is duo, in 
a polittoal eonso, to tho enterprising popula- 
tion of a British colony. Had wo receirod a 
governor from England, deatiluto of colonial 
experience, we should, in all probability, have 
had a man wedded inseparably to forms and 
customs unsuited to the exigencies of the 
mote progressive communities of younger 
countries. As it is, howevor, wa have reason 
to be gratified at obtaining a gentleman who 
has seen something of the world, and who 
comes to us free from that obstinacy and self- 
sufficiency which usually accompany limited 
experience. 

As a people we are too prone to attach to 
the Executive some mysterious, undefined 
power, aud expect from ii the labors of a 
Hercules. So soon as Governor Kennedy 
enters Yates Btreet ho is told to " develop our 
resources," when he might with just as much 
reason bo asked to " build our houses," or 
" till our Boil." The fable of Jupiter and the 
Waggoner is always in requisition, and we 
are afraid that unless we have the necessary 
Be.f-reliunce and intelligence to develop our 
own material resources we shall have but a 
poor chance of the labi r oaing performed by 
the representative of Her Majesty. The 
position of a Governor of a British colony is 
now well defined. The days of intermeddling 
Executives have, in nearly all the colonies, 
happily ceased, and the wise Qovornor uo 
more than Queen Victoria attempts to intor- 
ere in the political affairs of thi country. To 
aid and encourage the inhabitants in every 
laudable euterprise — to endeavor, in colonies 
where the population is large, to remove by 
social reunions tho aseerbities of political 
life — to give n tone to that society of which 
he should be the ornament and the head, — and 
to Uck alter the constitutionality of the acts 
of tho Legislature, ate really the dutiei per- 
taining to his oflico. In our form of govern- 
ment, a little wider latitude is given, of 
courso, to the Governor than in colonies hav- 
ing the full measure of responsibility ; but 
owing to the deficiency of intelloct or inde- 
pendence in our Legislature hitherto, the Ex- 
ecutive has been allowed, in too many in- 
stances, to supersede the functions of the 
representatives of the people. To place 
things, therefore, in their logitimate channel, 
will be one of tho first duties of His Excel- 
lency. 

It is neither to tho advantago nor is it the 
inclination of a wise Governor, to encroach 
on the people's prerogatives. It may bo well 
said, indeed, that liberty is the highest bless- 
ing that a colony as well as a nation can en- 
joy ; that it must be first deserved bofore it 
can bo enjoyed, and that it is the truest in- 
terest of tho Executive no less than of the 
people, to imploy all just and boneal means 
that it may bo both deserved and enjoyed. 
Out of the three Governors who ruled suc- 
cessively in tho most prosperous of tho Aus- 
tralian Colonies, the only one who was at all 
successful in his administration was the man 
who kept himself aloof from tho intrigues 
and wranglings of political life. He was 
quite content with the position analogous to 
that which Her Majesty held, and so like her 
obtained tbe general esteem ol the inhabi- 
tants. It is, in fact, duo to tho monarchs ol 
Great Britain that her representative should 
studiously avoid placing himself in any posi- 
tion that would bring him into conflict with 
the people, unless, indeed, in the exercise of 
his veto power in that emergency when Impe- 
rial interests might aoem to bo jeopardised.

dent. Our past Governor had to buy his ex- 
perience, and oftentimes at tho expense o( 
hid popularity ; Governor Kennedy, if ho be 
n gagaoious man, >>ill be »blo to burrow his 
from tho late administration. lie will dis- 
cover that the blunders of the past wore due 
mainly to the disregard ol public opinion on 
the part of those in power, and that a Gc?> 
ernor can bo very materially injured by a 
stair of unscrupulous officials. Happily tho 
cause of the complaint in tho Inttor case has 
been to a great extant removed ; but it will 
still require the utmost vigilance on tho part 
of His Excellency to prevent his reputation 
suffjring from the ucts of his subordinates.

TH2 WAR IN POLAND. 

The Paine mentions that uevcrnl mercan- 
tile houses at Warsaw having been clotod by 
the Russian authorities, and thu proprietors 
consequent))' deprived of thu moans of matt- 
ing thoir pecuniary engagements, ihe mer- 
chants in Paris, Lyons, Mulhouse and Stras- 
bourg, to whom thoy nro indebted, have ap- 
plied to the Minister of Foreign Affairs to 
protect their interests. A communication has 
consequently been made on the Bubjoot to 
the French Consul a\ Warsaw,and the French 
Minister at St. Petersburg. Some of the 
French merchants hove son I tho power of at- 
torney in the Frenoh Consul ut Varsaw, to 
act for Ihem, 

A Gorman journal mentions n now and po- 
lito method of banishment, as nOn practised 
at Warsaw. A fow days baek General Korfl 
sent for a young man named Fonshowe, the 
son of a Russian General nnd Senator, and 
told him that, In consideration ol his father's 
services, he himself should not be arrested, 
and that he had only to give his word of ho- 
nor lhat, on the following day, ut six o'clock 
in the morning, ho would be in thu Faubourg 
da Pruga, ready to leave for a distant place 
iu Russia. M. Farisho.ve gave the required 
promise, and was sent off' tlio following day, 
but whither no ono knows. 

The Russian authorities in Warsaw are re- 
ported to havo celebrated Christmas day by 
a fresh and extensive arrest of citizens. 

The Cuumer de Walna, of the 26th ull., 
announeesthat Lieut. Dominique Malekki had 
been shot, having been found guilty of passs 
ing over to tho insurgents. 

Advices from Warsaw slalo thai the agents 
of General llerg in that city liavo commenced 
enforcing tho signature of addre. "S ox- 
pressing loyalty to the Czar. Tho first ad-

As lo tho 
order givon to lauded proprietors to quit 
Warsaw and to roturn to (heir counlry man- 
sions, it is not to bo regarded as a measure of 
seyerity, but as an act of necessity, as Ibcir 
presence Is Indispensable now lhat the ques- 
tion of the 'poasants is to be brought 'lo » 
conclmion. t}: It is not intended, as it was 
falsely stated, to convert the great hospital 
into a barrack, 4. The rumor of the annexa- 
tion of tho governments of Pdok nnd of An- 
gnslow tQ tl|0 woslorii provinces of '.ho Em- 
pire is equally destitute of foundation." 

The same journal aunuutiOHS ihe capture ol 
tho Italian Major Piaenl by the Russian 
troops at Ihe villugo ol Ternowka, in the 
palatlnalo of Lublin, where he was fighting 
with the detachment commanded by Ohoum- 
ski.

Vcmbor, f 12th December) I directed lists of 
the nobles and the whole population to be 
drawn up in ull districts. The chief object 
of llns was to puiify tho counlry of al 1 
persons of all classes nol deserving of confi- 
dence, nnd also of ill-disposed persons who 
might in luturo disturb public peace. Con- 
sidering that, according to the last reports, 
some of the insurgent loaders have fled aoi'ofs 
the frontier on the approuc 1 of winter, and 
dispersed their bands, quartering tlicin on the 
sympathising inhabitant.- of the counlry, und 
especially on the farms of small nobles and in 
the villages of cro,vn peasants, in order that, 
they might be ready tu recommence the in- 
surrection at a more favorable opportunity, I 
hereby diiect your Excellency to remind the 
military chiels ol districts, and all ranks of 
Iho police to bo particularly (archil that no 
one shall escapa being inscribed in thoabovc- 
meutioucd lists, and that iho strictest search 
be made after all persons unworthy of confi- 
dence, pailieirntnrs iu tho insurrection, and 
fnrmor insurgents, who are all to be arrested, 
as also those who give them refuge or ussist 
in oonceuling them, and at once sent under a 
strong escoit to the governors for deportation 
to llie interior of Russia. Particular scan h ! 
is to be nado in Roman Catholic convenlf, 
rectories, and the residences of priests in ge- 
neral, and tho houses and estatos of nobles. 
Tho proprietors nnd the residents of houses 
which have served as a refuge for ill disposed 
persuns arc tu be fined according to regula- 
tion, besides being punished in their persons 
according to luw. In directing your Excel- 
lency to inform all your subordinates thai 
they are made strictly responsible for the 
execution of this decree, I expect from their 
activity and zeal that in the month ol Janu- 
ary theru will not be a tingle person u n won by 
of coutidenco in the counlry that has not been 
observed by the police, and that by lhat time 
the country will have been completely puri- 
fied of audi injurious persons."
